* BALTIMORE, July 28.—Negotia- 
tions for a separate settlement of 
the shopmen’s strike on the B. & 
O. Rallroad ended abruptly late 
this afternoon when Chairman W. 
J. McGee of the system's shop fed- 
eration in conference here notified 
vice-president Charles 8. Galloway 
that he and his associates were 
unwilling to proceed while the pos- 
sibility exists for a national set- 
tlement. Mr. Galloway thereupon 
withdrew the proposals which he 
had laid before the shopmen ear- 
lier in the week and announced 
that the B. & O. will go ahead 
with ite efforts to build up ites 
shop forces to normal. 

The chief reason for ending the 
negotiations as set forth in a let- 
ter to C. W. Galloway, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of operations and 
maintenance, from William J. Me- 
Gee, president of the Baltimore & 
Ohio shopcrafts federation, was 
the unwillingness of the delegates 
to enter any agreement other than 
on a national basis. Mr. McGee 
also said that the proposal made 
by the railway was too indefinite 
in places to afford the basis of dis- 
cussion.

Which Doctors Regard as 
Salutary to Body 


The word “fermentation” has 
more than one application. Used 
in relation to buttermilk or other 
fermented milks, it implies that 
the milk has developed an entirely 
harmless micro-organism which 
gives a pleasant flavor and at the 
same time acts as a temporary pre- 
servative. The product resulting 
from this fermentation is called 
lactic acid. 

Buttermilk, as every one knows, 
is a by-product of butter-making. 
In the early days of the dairy in- 
dustry, all the processes were car- 
ried on in one plant but in our 

resent-day complicated industrial 
fe; butter-making and the distri- 
bution of milk usually two 
separate industries.
